DOWN IN THE TUBE 

The Wasserstein brothers, Owen and Abe, were 
seen chattering away on the subway last Monday 
heading from East Hampton to Amagansett. 
Steven Spielberg and Julianne Moore, talking 
animatedly, were seen heading to Sag Harbor 
from Bridgehampton on Friday evening. Also 
on Friday, Jon Stewart was seen on the platform 
at Sag Harbor, apparently down there to meet 
someone, because trains stopped and he didn’t 
get on them. 


SUBWAY TIME TRIALS 

Don’t forget, this Sunday from 1-5 p.m. all 
express train service will be suspended for the 
First Annual Hampton Subway time trials. The 
subway motorman that can get his train around 
the circuit of Hampton Subway in the fastest time 
will win $1,000 and a gold cup. Subway users can 
watch the races at any subway platform, except 


when the local train stops to drop off and pick 
up passengers and temporarily blocks the 
view. The start and finish line will be at the 
Montauk Station, where we expect some 
excitement as each train comes by the 
checkered flag at the platform and_ the 
motormen have to hit the brakes violently 
hard in order to make the last turn into 
the subway yards before they hit the end of the 
line barrier. 

The record for the fastest time around 
the full 72-mile circuit of Hampton Subway 
from Montauk to Eastport and back is 1 hour 
32.8 minutes, a time we expect to be easily 


broken on Sunday .because many of the 


entrants are bringing lead cars with engines all 
souped up. 

These cars with their hot-rod engines coming 
from as far away as Daytona, will each tow 
five Hampton Subway cars, screeching off the 
starting line at 15 minute intervals. As the last 
entrant of the 12 will get back no later than 
5 p.m., our regular express service will resume 
at that time. 

The gold cup will be awarded to the winner in 
the subway roundhouse in the Hampton Subway 


train yard at Montauk by former New York Port 
Authority Commissioner Peter Kalikow, who 
owns a vacation home on nearby Star Island. 


RIVERHEAD MONKEYWRENCH 

Hampton Subway has been working in good 
faith with North Fork officials to establish an 
extension on the North Fork for new subway 
stops. We’ve been looking at having seven stops, 
at Riverhead, Jamesport, Cutchogue, Mattituck, 
Southold, Greenport and Orient. But now 
Riverhead makes it clear they will only go along 
with this if there are FOUR stops in that town, at 
Tanger Mall, Peconic Bay Medical Center, Main 
Street and the Aquarium. Just to be clear, this is 
completely out of the question. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

Another idea in the planning of the North Fork 
extension of Hampton Subway consists of a plan 
for the now-abandoned subway tunnel that was 
dug from the Sag Harbor stop heading north to 
supposedly get to Foxwoods, in Connecticut. 
That tunnel was never opened, because on 
the sea bottom under Long Island Sound our 
construction crew struck oil, which flooded the 
tunnel and would have inundated Sag Harbor if 
a huge reinforced concrete wall was not built in 
just one afternoon to block the flood of oil by 
creating a floor-to-ceiling dam across the tunnel 
just north of the Sag Harbor platform. Now it’s 
being suggested that we put a cap with a valve 
on the well where we hit oil, clear the tunnel, use 
it as part of the North Fork branch and sell the 
oil to Hess. This is a great idea, but why wasn’t 
it thought of when oil prices were high? Now it 
makes no sense. ga

This article, written by Mandy Len Catron, a 
university instructor, described what happened 
when she followed Dr. Aron’s prescription with 
a man she had seen and briefly spoken to at a 
climbing gym where she has a membership.

he Great Ecuadorian Eel has been seen 

in the Hamptons this past week. This

Fos this black and white movie on TV the 
other day. It is called A Yank in the R.A.F, 
it stars Tyrone Power and Betty Grable and it 
came out in 1941. 

I was curious to watch it for a number of rea- 
sons. I’d never seen Betty Grable when she was 
25 years old. She was 25 then and was the main 
pin-up girl for the Gls going to fight in World 
War Il. As for Tyrone Power, he was a major 
movie star then, but I could not remember see- 
ing any of his movies and wondered what he 
looked like (he looks like my son David). 

Also, a movie about the R.A.F. (Royal Air 
Force) that came out in 1941 had to have 
filmed footage of British Spitfires and German 
Messerschmitts specifically for this movie and 
this would be a neat trick. When the film 
was made—in 1940—the two air forces were 
battling for the supremacy of the skies over 
England and the only way to film that would 
be to be in the middle of that fight. How could 
they have done that? They did. The filmmakers 
thank the R.A-F. in the credits for allowing them 
to film their air force in the middle of dangerous 
circumstances. 

The thing I found most interesting about this 
film, however, is the performance of Tyrone 
Power and Betty Grable. 

The film opens with the scene of an American 
made fighter plane—a Grumman F4F Wildcat 
made on Long Island—being towed by a truck 
across a small bridge that crosses the border 
between the United States and Canada. A nar- 
rator explains. America, which is not yet in 
World War Il, has a law of neutrality that pre- 
vents American airplanes from being flown to 
the British Commonwealth to help the English. 
Canada is in the Commonwealth. But there is 
no law against the planes being pushed into 
Canada. Then Canada can fly them across.

There is a great flurry of activity overhead as 
this plane is being pushed across. Overhead, 
a Grumman Wildcat is being illegally FLOWN 
over the border. It soon lands, and out gets 
Tyrone Power, an American pilot from Texas 
who explains to the authorities that what differ- 
ence does it make how it gets to Canada? The 
Canadians are very upset, and they say he can’t 
fly again. On the other hand they need pilots 
to fly the Wildcats to England. They’d pay him 
$1,000 a flight to do that. 

“A thousand dollars? Gee! Where do I sign?” 
And that’s how this man gets to England. 

There, he accidentally runs into sever- 
al Americans he knows who have come to 
England to help out. One is Betty Grable, who’s 
come over from Texas to nurse the wounded. 
We learn she ran away from him in Texas and 
she tells him to stay away from her. Don’t come 
near her, ever. 

“Her name was Arlene,” she says. 

“Arlene? So that’s what this is all about. I can

explain that. But gee, you didn’t have to pack 
up and leave in the middle of the night. I woke 
up and didn’t know where you went.”

Grable is gorgeous at 25. Tyrone Power is a 
cad, though handsome. Thus their courtship 
continues, which consists of her slamming 
doors in his face and he grabbing her upper 
arm as she turns to go and pulling her back. 
Sometimes he abuses her. “Let me go,” she 
screams. But he doesn’t. 

An Englishman, played by John Sutton in the 
movie, takes a fancy to Grable. He is an R.A-F.

On 
leave one day, he takes her in his roadster to 
his parent’s estate in the country. 

“This can be yours,” he says. 

“What do you mean?” Grable asks. 

“I would like you to consider marrying me.” 

Back in London, the English pilot takes her 
to her door, asks her if she’s had a nice time 
which she says she certainly has had, and he 
asks to come in and when she says she’d rather 
not, he offers her his hand and asks if she’d see 
him on Thursday. ; 

Tyrone Power makes a date with her, shows 
up two hours late because he runs into an 
American friend he knows from back home, 
takes a liking to the sister of his date and joins 
the three of them to a club for awhile. Then, 
at Betty Grable’s door, when he asks to come 
in, she tells him she’s breaking up with him for 
good, tries to close the door, which he forces 
to stay open and then walks past her and says,

He then grabs her, kisses her, throws her 
onto a sofa, jumps on top of her and forcibly 
pushes the ring onto her finger.

Now we’re at the dock in Brighton where the 
last of the English ships is arriving bearing the 
wounded and weary and beaten British sol- 
diers. Grable is told the Englishman is onboard, 
and he is okay. But she can’t even think of him. 
She stands at the gangplank. 

“Oh Tim! Tim!” she is shouting. Tim is Tyrone 
Power. “He’s got to be on this ship. He’s got to 
be okay. Nothing bad ever happens to Tim. But 
where is he?” 

And of course, there he is, in a bandage, limp- 
ing, but okay, coming down the gangplank and 
wouldn’t you know it she rushes through the 
crowd and part way up the gangplank and there 
they embrace and kiss as she sobs and calls his.

Southampton Celebrates 375th Anniversary

©, outhampton, “the oldest English settlement 
in New York State,” celebrates its 375th 
anniversary in 2015, and the Southampton 


Historical Society is gearing up with a year’s | 


worth of events. 

“The year 1640 changed the East End forever. 
It wasn’t just Southampton’s founding,” says 
Tom Edmonds, the executive director of the 
Southampton Historical Museum. The focus 
of the celebrations will be about that larger 
significance. While there will be 140 events 
held from January to November, the two most 
important, according to Edmonds, will be the 
convocation on March 7 and the rededication 
of the monument at Conscience Point Historic 
Site on June 13. 

Southampton has held a convocation at 
the First Presbyterian Church, which was 
also founded in 1640, to commemorate its 
anniversary every 25 years. This year, the 
convocation is unique in that it celebrates both 
Southampton and Southold, which was also 
settled in 1640. Debating who came first is a 
treasured pastime between the two towns. 

“We say we got here in June. Southold says 
it wasn’t until August. It’s all done in good 
humor,” says Edmonds. 

The 2015 speakers include Suffolk County 
Legislators Al Krupski, representing Southold; 
Jay Schneiderman, representing Southampton; 
and the Reverends Dr. Peter Kelly from Southold 
and Dr. Richard Boyer from Southampton.

“We’re reaching our hand across Peconic 
Bay, more than any other year,” says Edmonds, 
who notes that Southold has been involved in 
Southampton’s convocations in the past, but on 
a smaller scale. 

After the convocation, revelers will be invited 
to the Southampton Historical Museum, housed 
in the Rogers Mansion across the street from 
the church, for a reception and exhibit opening 
for “Meet the Families Who Lived in Rogers 
Mansion.” Admission to both events is free and 
open to the public. “We'll go from a serious 
event at the church to people coming over to 
the museum for a glass of wine, and people new 
to the community will meet older, long-term 
residents,” says Edmonds. 

Later this year, the June 13 rededication of the 
Conscience Point monument will mark another 
significant milestone in the celebrations. 
Settlers from Lynn, Massachusetts first landed 
on the East End at Conscience Point in North

Sea on June 12, 1640. The rock that currently 
sits at the site was dedicated in 1910. 

The all-day family event includes.a program 
at the shellfish hatchery, a Shinnecock tribe 
historical reenactment and a clambake and 
picnic at the North Sea Community Center. 

As Southampton continues its celebrations, 
all of the historical societies in Southampton 
Town have been invited to lead Southampton 
Village’s annual 4th of July Parade, the biggest 
on the South Fork. 

Among the other events scheduled this year 
is a Polish Festival, called “A Night in Krakow,” 
to be held on August 1 at the Rogers Mansion. 
“Polish festivals have always had polka dancing, 
but that’s not a Polish tradition,” says Edmonds. 
“In Poland, they do the tango. We'll recreate a 
[tango style] nightclub in the Sayre Barn.”

I’ve also gone out to Cape 
Cod to paint. My best friend and 
I went kayaking recently—I’m very 
interested in painting the wetlands 
now, too, so kayaking allows you 
to get a real close-up. I’ve been to 
the Connetquot River many times, 
explored the hatcheries, and really all 
of the preserves. 


What about hiking inspires you? 

I recently gave a talk about hiking and walking 
on Long Island.

“Our Hospitality,” a Silent Film with a Twist 


BY DAN KOONTZ 


n Saturday, January 24, at 7 p.m., East Enders 

will get the opportunity to experience a rare 
cinematic and musical treat. The First Presbyterian 
Church of East Hampton will screen Our Hospitality, 
a 1923 silent film classic starring Buster Keaton, 
accompanied live on pipe organ by film organist 
Bernie Anderson. If you’ve never seen a silent film 
presented with live accompaniment, this will be 
a great chance to experience what is a unique art 
form, presented by an organist who is a widely 
hailed master of the art. Anderson appears regularly 
at Loews Jersey Theater and the Union County Arts 
Center, two New Jersey venues known for screening 
silent films with live organ accompaniment. He has 
appeared several times at the East Hampton church 
in past years. 

Anderson emphasized that what makes watching 
silent films with live accompaniment so different 
from other ways of viewing silent films is the 
communal nature of the experience. “A lot of it has to 
do with being there—there’s something magical that 
happens with a live musician in the space. There’s an 
excitement when people get together for something 
totally different.” Just as live theater is much more 
involving than television broadcasts of theater, so 
is live accompaniment much more effective than the 
canned music usually included on the soundtracks 
of silent films. This is especially true when Anderson 
is at the organ console because of the care he takes 
to match his accompaniments, which are partially 


_ exhausting,” 


improvised, to the stories of the films. 

“Itry to be true to the movie,” Anderson 
explains. “It’s about storytelling through 
music. For example, a lot of organists, if 
they are accompanying The Phantom 
of the Opera (the 1925 classic starring 
Lon Chaney), will have the phantom 
character play scary, gothic music on 
the organ. But then why would Christine 
fall in love with him—he’s supposed 
to be playing the most beautiful 
music she’s ever heard.” Anderson 
also generally avoids trying to mimic 
musically every slapstick moment or 
pratfall in a silent comedy—“that gets 
he points out—and he 
refrains from what’s called “kidding the 
film,”—that is, getting a rise out of 
an audience by introducing a familiar 
musical theme that works as a joke 
because of what’s happening on the screen, but 
which has no bearing on the emotional world of the 
story. “That just draws focus to the organist and 
away from the film,” Anderson says. 

The film Anderson will be accompanying on 
January 24, Buster Keaton’s slapstick comedy Our 
Hospitality, tells the story of Willie McKay, a New 
York City boy who travels to the Southern land of his 
forefathers only to find himself caught up in the epic 
Canfield and McKay feud—a fictionalized version of 
the real-life Hatfield and McCoy feud. Keaton, who 
famously did his own movie stunts (he was the highly

acrobatic son of vaudeville performers), 
plays Willie McKay, and he employs his 
trademark deadpan facial expression to 
outrageous effect through all manner 
of death-defying disaster. The idea of

“There’s a lot of sentimentality in 
Keaton films,” Anderson notes, and it’s 
one of his jobs to help make those 

Sometimes that involves very 
particular sounds. “I play the organ orchestrally, 
looking for effective sounds. If I fall in love with a 
rank [that’s organ parlance for a set of pipes with 
a particular sound], you'll know it, because I'll use 


it a lot!” £&

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the rich uptight people that 
need to be loosened up and 
reminded that it’s a comedy 
show and not a sermon.” 

The most recent show 
was in September, during 
HarborFest weekend. Vecsey 
says the audience has grown 
each time the event is held. 

All Star Comedy will take 
place on the last Saturday of 
the month in both January 
and February, and because 
of their popularity, Vecsey 
says he aims to get to the 
point that the comedy shows 
will happen every month 
year-round. 

January’s lineup includes 
Nathan Macintosh, Dino Vigo 
and Jeffrey Joseph, each of 
whom has a unique style. 

“Usually, I switch the 
lineup every time, but this 
time I brought out three 
guys who have been out 
before and did really well,” 
Vecsey says. 

It was about five years ago when Vecsey and pal 
Kenny Garcia decided to try standup and went to 
an open mic night. Vescey was attending film school 
at Brooklyn College and writing comedy scripts at 
the time. 

“I didn’t really know how to approach comedy 
back then,” Vecsey admits. It wasn’t until his second 
year making a go of it that he knew how to pursue 
standup comedy as a line of work. 

He started a weekly podcast, The Call Back, in 
which he discusses the comedy craft and business 
with comedians, actors and writers at various points 
in their careers. His very first episode featured Aziz 
Ansari and other high-profile guests have included 
Tom Green, Garry Shandling and Chris Rock. His 
80th episode was pulled from an archived interview 
he did with Colin Quinn—who has also performed 
at Bay Street.

At 50 bottles a go, we can’t make too 
much of the stuff. 

So we were off to the Back Alley Brew Shop, 
located behind Hoptron Brewtique’s sizeable tasting 
room in Patchogue. This little gem is well stocked 
with beer-making supplies. 

Patchogue is well established as the Beer Imbibing 
Capitol of Long Island. In addition to Hoptron and the 
brew shop, there’s the Blue Point Brewing Company, 
the BrickHouse Brewery & Restaurant, The Tap Room, 
The Village Idiot Pub, Two Morrow’s Pub and Public 
House 49. And now, lo and behold, another “beery 
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wonderland” has been added to the 
rich, hoppy mix—an outpost of the 
Hofbrauhaus franchise that started 
in Munich, Germany, “Bierhaus 
Patchogue,” is right next to Hoptron. 
We walked straight in for a meal. It 
looks just like the real thing inside, 
with steins and carved chairs and a 
painting of a schloss! They get an “A” 
for atmosphere and the servers were 
very friendly and helpful. 

But you want to know what we 
had and if it was authentic. Here 
goes: Of course we tried a draft 
beer, but Husband was performing 
with Nancy Atlas that night so we 
shared just a half liter of Hofbrau 
Dunkel. That’s Munich’s dark lager, 
which is surprisingly easy to drink. 
Served cooler than you’d get it in the 
old country—just right for American 
consumers. 

I ordered a “Bierhaus Sandwich” from the lunch 
menu, a Bratwurst Reuben on marble rye. Grilled, 
tender bratwurst, a good, mild sauerkraut and Swiss 
cheese with Thousand Island dressing, served with 
fabu German potato salad and a fine half-sour pickle. 
This is a culture that embraces and knows how to 
properly deploy mustard and salt and bacon. My 
lunch was delish and satisfying. Husband foolishly 
ordered the Bratwurst Sandwich with fries rather 
than the superb potato salad. The fries were perfectly

fine but the “sandwich” was swimming in what 
Husband dubbed “a weird cheese goop.” - 

We’re planning our next moves—the Professor’s 
Wurst Platter for him, which consists of bratwurst, 
chickenapplewurst, knockwurst, haus spicy wurst, 
wieners, kielbasa and weisswurst and, of course, 
mustard; Kartoffelpuffer (potato pancakes) and Beer- 
Fa-Lo Wings for moi. 

Did | mention that the prices are unbelievably low 
right now? That’s “so Patchogue,” and so worth the 
trip! See you there soon, “with beer on.”

Summer Rental Secrets Tenants and Landlords

T° find a great summer rental, you must both 
understand and have the ability to articulate 
your subjective definition of “great.” To get going, 
here is a list of questions to ask yourself: 


1. Do you have a minimum required square footage 
for the house, both inside and out? 

2. How about a minimum number of bedrooms and 
bathrooms? 

3. Is a fenced-in property a necessity? 

4. Must the house be pet-friendly? 

5. What about a swimming pool, hot tub, tennis 
courts or even a basketball court on premises—are 
any or all of these a requirement? 

6. Must the house have a movie theater or, at least, 
a pool table, Ping-Pong table or recreation room? 

7. What about your thoughts on proximity to the 
_ water and if you want to be waterfront—are you 
thinking, pond, river, bay or ocean? 

8. Should there be a deep-water dock with 
bulkheading for boating as part of your rental, or do 
___-you need a sandy beach to lie upon? 
| 9. Are you particular as to an architectural style 
and if so, what do you love? 

10. Is serene seclusion your vision for your summer 
paradise or do you see yourself active in a village 
with access to shops, restaurants and wineries? 


Once you can articulate your definition of “great,” 
it’s imperative to realize that the East End is a 


massive place. It’s over 30 miles 
from Westhampton to East 
Hampton and not much shorter 
a distance between Riverhead 
and Orient. The experience of 
summering on Shelter Island, 
as opposed to staying in 
Southampton, is drastically 
different. The fact is that each 
community on the East End has 
its own unique offering of things 
that are “fabulous” to some and 
“shortcomings” to others. 

So, unless you completely 
understand each of the villages and hamlets of 
the East End, the key to securing a great summer 
rental is to hire a rea] estate brokerage that has 
offices throughout the twin forks, who can help 
you to identify your wants, find a listing and then 
sign a lease. 

The number one most important question to ask 
is, “does this house require a rental permit and, if so, 
can I have a copy?” Tenants and landlords in many 
communities on the East End are subject to a fine 
and/or imprisonment for occupying a rental without 
a permit. 

Next, make sure to check the local town/village 
code to know the minimum rental term permitted 
within its borders (i.e., rentals of 14 days or less 
are illegal, as transient rentals, in the Town of 
Southampton). All local codes can be accessed on 


the website generalcode.com. 


Know your vats before you rent. 


Landlords must understand 
that the definition of “right 
people” cannot be derived from 
stereotyping the prospective 
tenants’ demographic profile. 
Many landlords are unaware 
_ that they have no right to pick 
| <a tenant based upon any aspect 
i = of the tenant’s profile, which 
3 pertains to a protected class. 
= In Suffolk County the protected 
' classes are race, creed, 
color, sex, gender, disability, 

religion, familial status, national 
origin, alienage/citizenship, marital status, sexual 
orientation, source of income and age. 

Landlords need to understand that asking questions 


. of a tenant, or even of their own broker, that relate 


to any of these protected classes can result in 
the landlord being sued for discrimination. In fact, 
disallowing children in a rental is a misdemeanor in 
the State of New York. Therefore, the definition of 
the “right people” for the summer is only defined by 
a matrix that works for the landlord in terms of rental 
payment, security offering and duration of lease. 
Tenants who think they are being discriminated 
against can call the Suffolk County Division of Human 
Rights at 631-853-5480. gu.
